complete failure, but at just the right 
time God came and brought victory 
through the life, death and resur- 
rection of Jesus. And what did God 
require of man?

Roy Dossey, a resident of the 
Bullock Community, located in rural 
Crenshaw County, pleaded ‘‘not 
guilty’’ this week to charges of 
murder in the January 1 death of his

Tim Blackmon, age 22, of Elba, 
was arrested last week and charged 
with three counts of receiving stolen 
property second degree, on 
warrants issued by the Pickens 
County Sheriff's Department.

Dossey was arrested on Thurs- 
day, January 12, at a neighbor's 
home by Crenshaw County 
authorities and placed in the 
Crenshaw County Jail in Luverne. 

According to Crenshaw County 
Sheriff Frances Smith, an autopsy 
was conducted on Mrs. Dossey and 
an investigation by the Crenshaw 
County Sheriff's Department and 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation left 
too many ‘‘unanswered questions”’ 
about the death. The evidence was 
presented to the Grand Jury, who 
returned an indictment. 

Original reports about the death 
stated that Mr. and Mrs. Dossey 
went deer hunting on January 1, and 
Mrs. Dossey apparently lay down 
her gun. When she picked the gun 
up, it apparently discharged when a 
vine caught on the trigger and pulled 
it back. 

In a related matter, the body of 
Dossey’s daughter, who drowned on 
February 3, 1982, was exhumed and 
sent to Montgomery for an autopsy. 
It is believed the autopsy was 
ordered to confirm drowning as the 
cause of death.

Foundation presented McKinney 
with the top scholastic honor for 2A 
athletes in the state; however, the 
foundation later recalled the award 
after learning the student’s grades 
had been changed when he was 
nominated for the award. 

The Jackson County School 
Board did not renew Crabtree’s 
contract because of the incident and 
also released football coach Kenneth 
McKinney, the father of the student 
involved. 

Crabtree’s suit, along with 
secking $50,000 in compensatory 
and punitive damages, also asks that 
the school board be ordered to pay 
his attorney's fees and court costs.

GTE Says Don’t Worry 
About AT&T Break-Up 


When telephones ring in 1984, 
consumers may wonder how the 
break-up of AT&T will affect them. 
Don’t worry if you're a General 
Telephone customer, according to 
W.L. Entz, General Telephone’s 
general manager in charge of 
operations in Alabama. 

**Most of our customers will feel 
no immediate effect from changes 
within the Bell system,"’ he said. 


Entz said there are some facts to 
note, however: 


...Customers who are leasing 
telephones from General Telephone 
may continue to do so as long as they 
can be repaired. Or customers can 
turn in leased phones at the GTE 
Phone Mart or business office, and 
purchase their own. When they buy 
telephones, customers become 
responsible for repairs. Although 
General Telephone can no longer 
lease telephones to new customers, @ 
limited number is available for 
monthly rental. 


... Consumers need to

immediately choose between long 
distance services (such as AT&T, 
MCI or Sprint), Long distance calls 
can continue to be dialed as in the 
past. In some areas, alternate long 
distance services are not offered yet; 
when they are, consumers may want 
to choose a new service, 

..Access charges, a new way of 
pricing telephone service proposed 
last year by the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC), 
are expected to go into effect April 3. 
These new monthly charges, which 
are not local rate increases, are 
intended to largely replace the 
historic subsidies from long distance 
rates which have helped cover the 
cost of local telephone service. A 
positive side of access charges is that 
long distance rates are expected to 
go down. The issue of access charges 
is currently being examined by 
Congress.

Approximately $45,000 was paid 
back to the county general fund from 
accounts where money had been 
incorrectly placed, but $20,601.42 
was never accounted for. 

As Probate Judge, Sawyer was 
legally responsible for the missing 
funds. The fact Sawyer was bonded 
for $10,000 while Probate Judge 
would alleviate a portion of a 
possible personal repayment. 


$32 Million In 
Marijuana Destroyed 
In 1983 In State 


Marijuana piants valued at more 
than $32 million were destroyed 
during Alabama’s 1983 Domestic 
Marijuana Eradication Program, 
according to Department of Public 
Safety Director Col. Byron Prescott. 

Between Feb. 15 and Nov. 21, the 
operaton netted 62,758 plants found 
growing in 496 plots and numerous 
pots and greenhouses, Prescott said. 
The marijuana, valued at $32.36 
million, was discovered in 50 
counties throughout Alabama. In 
addition, 103 people were arrested, 
$59,265 in property seized and 
$28,725 in other drugs confiscated. 

“The results of the 1983 
eradication program have been 
outstanding,’’ said Prescott. ‘‘State, 
city, county and federal law 
enforcement agencies worked 
together successfully thoughout the 
year in an effort to destroy 
Alabama’s Domestic Marijuana 
crop.”’ 

Prescott said Alabama is one of 
40 states participating in the U.S. 
Drug Enforcement Administration- 
Sponsored Program. The DEA 
provides training and partial funding 
to assist in eradicating domestic 
marijuana. 

The Alabama program is a 
cooperative effort of local police 
departments, sheriffs’ offices, DEA 
officers and Department of Public 
Safety Narcotics agents. The 
Department of Public Safety 
coordinates the collection of informa- 
tion on the destruction of home- 
grown marijuana. 

Marijuana was located through 


aerial surveillance provided by 
Public Safety Aviators and other 
state pilots. After marijuana is 
located, state narcotics officers 
contact local sheriffs’ offices and 
police departments to assist in its 


. destruction. 


Information about marijuana 
crops is provided by State Narcotics 
officers, sheriff and _ police 
departments, other local officials, 
individuals aware of illegal cultiva- 
tion and by alert citizens who call the 
Department's HELP line. Citizens 
may anonymously report illegal drug 
operations by calling the HELP line 
toll free at 1-800-392-8011. 

Prescott praised state and local 
agencies for their efforts in 
destroying this year’s marijuana 
crop. *‘I can offer nothing but praise 
for each of the law enforcement 
agencies that participated in the 
second year of this program in 
Alabama,"’ said Prescott. ‘I know 
we can count on the continued 
support of those local agencies and 
of all citizens of the State of 
Alabama.’’ 

From July through September 
1982, the Eradication Program 
resulted in the destruction of some 
35,000 plants with a value of 
approximately $18 million, said the 
colonel. ‘‘In 1983, we have almost 
doubled those figures,’’ Prescott 
said, ‘‘and | look forward to 
continued success with the 1984 
program.”’

The Alabama legislature is moving out of the state capitol in June to allow a 
major renovation. This is badly needed, but we are alarmed that after 
approving the renovation proposal, the group is now considering not even 
moving back into the chambers after the three-to-five-years of renovation. As 
one opponent to permanently leaving the capitol said, ‘‘We don’t need 
another museum up here.” 


Ray Dossey, who lives in the Bullock Community of Crenshaw County, just 
across the Coffee County line, has been arrested and charged with murder in 
the January 1 shooting death of his wife. Also the body of his nine-year-old 
daughter has been exhumed and re-examined following her February 1982 
death from a reported drowning. We will not dare venture an opinion in 
either the child's death or Mary Dossey’s death while deer hunting with her 
husband; however, neighbors of Dossey’s have been very vocal with their 
support of him in the matter. A large group reportedly visited the Crenshaw 
County Jail Sunday to show their support for the accused husband. They 
continued their open support of Dossey this week with a number of 
community residents contacting this newspaper urging we ‘expose the 
whole political matter."’

The requirements for becoming 4 
member of the fraternity are:

(2) must turn in a record book 
each. year, 

(3) must be a good citizen, 

(4) must encourage other 4-H'ers

(5) must have been active in 4-H

If you become a member, you are 
expected not to miss more than two 
meetings each month.

National Guard Offers 
Educational Opportunities 


The Elba National Guard is now 
offering to qualified students an 
attractive financial package. 
Through the unit located in Elba, a 
young man may receive over $20,000 
toward completion of a_ college 
degree, with various enlistment 
options offered by the Guard and 
through the federal government 
sponsored Student Loan Repayment 
Program. 

Eligibliity for these programs is 
based on test scores on the Armed 
Forces Qualifying Test (AFQT) 
portion of the Armed Services 
Vocational Area Battery (ASVAB). 
These are voluntary tests given to 
high school juniors and seniors and 
to other interested personnel at 
Military Enlistment Stations. 
Students or their parents should 
obtain these scores from their 
respective high schools in order to 
See if the money is available to them 
for college. If the high school 
counselor does not have these 
scores, persons may contact the Elba 
Guard unit at 897-2914. 

The Student Loan Repayment 
Program, available to students with 
an AFQT score of 50, can provide 
assistance up to $10,000 for tuition, 
lodging, meals, transportation and 
other expenses, not to exceed $2500 
per year. This money can be 
obtained through most local banks if 
applied for in conjunction with 
enlistment in the Alabama Army 
National Guard. Up to 
approximately 90 percent of the 
loan principal and all the interest will 
be paid by the U.S. government for 
guardsmen who meet certain 
requirements. 

A student-guardsman could have 
all interest and 15 percent of the 
outstanding loan repaid for six years, 
so long as the student participates 
satisfactorily with the Guard. This 
means attending one weekend 
assembly each month and partici- 
pating in two weeks annual training 
with his unit each year. 

The Educational Assistance 
Bonus, worth $4000 is available to a 
student with an AFQT score of 31. 
This bonus must be used within a 
six-year period, not to exceed $1000 
per year. All this money can be used 
for tuition books and fees. 

With normal advancement 
during the six-year participation with 
the Guard, the student would earn 
another $6000. This would occur 
within a four-year college career, 
and not interefere with college 


schedule. 

Another enlistment option is the 
Enlistment Cash Bonus, provided for 
those personnel who enlist in either a 
bonus MOS (Military Occupational 
Specialty) or a bonus unit. This 
bonus would provide either $2000 or 
$1500 depending on the type 
awarded. 

To be eligible, an individual must 
be a high school graduate or be 
attending high school and expected 
to graduate within two years from 
date of enlistment, score at least 31 
on the AFQT test and enlist in the 
National Guard for six years.
